House Joint Resolution No. 2.

7 of 
the Constitution of t he St ate

Texas by ehunging Sec. 3, provid­ 
ing for a thirty-five cent tax levy

He it resolved by the Legislature of 
the State of Texas: 


Section 1. T hat Section 3, Article 
of the Constitution, be so changed 
as to read as follows (creating a new 
section 3 ): 
Sec. 3. One-fourth of the revenue 
derived from the 
State 
occupation 
taxes and a poll tax of one 
( $ 1.0 0 ) 
dollar on every male in habitan t of 
this State, between the ages of tw en­ 
ty-one and sixty years, shall be set 
apart annually for the benefit of the 
public free schools; and, in addition 
thereto, there shall be levied and col­ 
lected an anual ad valorem State tax 
of such an amou nt not to exceed th ir­ 
ty-five cents cn the 
one 
hundred 
( $ 100.0 0 ) dollar valuation, as, with 
the available 
school 
fund 
arising 
from all other sources, will be suf­ 
ficient to maintain and support the 
public schools of this State 
for 
a 
period of not less than six months in 
each year, and it shall be the duty

set aside a sufficient amount out of
